▲ Telegraph Opersfeor Loses His Sight 



[San l^ranotaoo BsamtneT, Oakland Special.] 

B. F. Cummings, a train dispatcher at 
the Oakland mole, wuh r<itting at his desk 
in the office on Wednesday last, when, 
without a particle of warning of any kind, 
he became totally blind. 

It was about seven o'clock in the even- 
ing and he bad to be helpe<l to his home, 
for he was utterly helplrss. The blind- 
ness lasted for several ii nirn, then 
his sight returned, but ju^^t a.s lie began 
to see once more his voii " id parted and 
he was unable to make even a found. 

The case was a very peculiar one and 
offered so manv strange symptoms that 
it has attractea no little attt^ntion from 
the medical fraternity at Oakland. Dr. 
Woolsey was called to attend the case 
and explains it as "tobacco paralysis." 

"It IS very rare," said Dr. Woolsey, 
"and comes from the overuse of tobacco. 
Cummings was a telegrapher and was 
constantly at his desk. Smoking on duty 
is prohibited, and he began chewing. Fie 
chewed incessantly, and from the time 
he got up until he went to bed the only 
times when he was without a onid of to- 
bacco in his mouth WM when ne was at 
meals. This constant use of tobaccofr a d- 
ually led to the paralysis trhkh witAan- 
ifestod in sueh ^peculiar manner. The 
first Ihoek laihe optic nerve, and as 
soon as that «ran off tho piMwysis at- 
tached the ittlM|ii|ith«thtMt These 
extffiM eesst iff MM, umI very lew of 
them are reported in the literature ol the 
profession. The only other case that e?er 
came under my observation was that of a 
man from Reno. His case was worse, in 
some respects, though not as peculiar as 
that of Cummings. Ilis name was Baker, 
and he suflTered from absolute paralysis. 
Yon could stick pins in him anywhere, 
and tbev produced no sensation what- 
ever. He could scarcely walk or stand, 
and nearly all of hi^ faculties were im- 
paired to a KTcattT or less degree. His 
(•asc was c-auaed by swallowing tobacco 
juice and thus getong thsi'fiiir. eflbct r>f 

the nicotine." 

Cummings recovered the use of his 
voice to a slight degree on Friday, and 
has been improving since.
